In the Cleveland and Youngs- 
town Dioceses use of the week “to 
let our non-Catholic fellow citizens, 
whether friends or not. come to a 
knowledge of what a Catholic 
school is like on the ‘inside’” was 
urged. 


Msgr, C. E, Elwell, Cleveland 
Diocesan Superintendent of Schools, 
declared in the October issue of 
School News; publighed for the 
Cleveland and YoungStown Sees: 


“Much of the prejudice against 
our schools and against Catholic 
education generally is founded on 
ignorance and biased information. 

he only way to clear it up is to 
get these people into our schools 
so that they can see with their own 
eyes,” 

“Our schools need only to be 
known to be appreciated,” Monsig- 
nor Elwell said,

the Pope gave explicit expression 
to a truth entrusted by Christ to 
His Church in the original deposit 
of Revelation, and held and cher- 
ished by the faithful throughout 
the ages. 


By means of the most modern 
achievements of human _ sciefice, 
the timeless truth, as it came from 
lips of St. Peter’s successor, was 
immediately heard not only . by 
scores of thousands gathered at 
his feet, but also by scores of mil- 
lions throughout the world, bound 
to him by radio. 

To a humanity oppressed by 
darkness and beset by doubts, the 
Father of Christendom gave a mes- 
sage of light and of certainty as 


‘he pointed to that bright gem in 


the Crown of Mary, who was con- 
ceived without sin, whose virginity 
remained inviolate in her divine 
maternity and who was taken to 
Heaven y and soul after the 
earthly pilgrimage had ended. 

An overwhelming sense of joy 
was the dominant note of the sol- 
emn proceedings that marked this 
historic event in the capital of 
Christendom, packed as never be- 
fore during this Holy Year with 
faithful from near and far. Ard 
this joy, indescribable in its inten- 
sity, reached its climax when the 
bells of St, Peter’s on the morning 
of the Feast of All Saints, pro- 
claimed that the Vicar of Christ 
had spoken authoritatively and 
that the prayers and petitions of 
untold millions had met with their 
glorious fulfillment. 

One by one, the churches of the 
Eternal City picked up the mes- 
sage that came from the Vatican 
basilica. The radio then carried 
the sound of the bells.of Rome 
across national boundaries, over 
mountains and oceans, so that the 
whole world might be united in 
joy and in a prayer of thanksgiv- 


ing. 

Even those still refusing to ac- 
cept the teaching authority of the 
Supreme Pontiff could not escape 
a feeling of awe in witnessing one 
of the most important events ‘in 
the Mipory of Christianity. and the 
Church. At least . vaguely they 
sensed the |} fact that 
400 million. of the most 
varied races and nationalities, 
linked in union of faith, gladly 
and unquestioningly accepted the 
infallible teaching of their com- 
mon Father,

Abraham 
had pleaded with the Lord to 
gave the city, and He agreed to 
do so if only 10 individuals mea- 
sured up to His demand for mor- 


al living. 


But in the United States Cath- 
olics number one to every five 
people. There are not merely 10 
but nearly two million in the 
city of Chicago; a million of 


| them in the city of Boston, in 
'-the-city of Brooklyn, in the city 
| of New York; and in the 50 


largest cities of the United 
States, even including the south- 
ern cities, they constitute an av- 
erage of one-third of the entire 


| population. In some cities they 


constitute two-thirds and above. 
Throughout the world they count 
more than 400,000,000, which is 
again about one-fifth of the pop- 
ulation of the entire world. 


They are the only ones who 
have been instructed in the full 
science of God, in the definite 


Way of salvation, in the Ten 


Commandments, or the laws of 
God. They, in addition, have 
within easy reach divine helps 
which should make it fairly easy 
for them to live right and even 
become saints. 


The Blessed Virgin, therefore,

Wins Converts 


Over a thousand letters filed at 
the publication’s offices in Hunting- 
ton testify to the influence Our 
Sunday Visitor exercised in bring- 
ing some poor soul into the Church. 
The following is typical: 

“T have lived in New York City 
all my life, but because I was born 
of Jewish parents who were, and 
are, as devout in their religion as 
I am in my newly found belief, I 
knew nothing about the Catholic 
Church. My first contact with 
Catholicity came quite by accident. 
I was caught in a sudden storm 
and sought shelter in a church 
which was nearby. Upon entering 
the building, I knew only that it 
was a church, and not that it was 
a Catholic church. 

“T stood in the vestibule for 
several minutes and then, because 
I noticed others entering, went 
inside. It was early evening. I was 
going home from work as were 
thousands of others. Hundreds of 
worshippers, it seemed to me, 
entered that church, not merely 
to get out of the rain, but to pray. 
They came, stayed a few minutes, 
then departed. But while there, 
they evidenced real devotion, Many 
lighted candles; others simply 
knelt down and prayed. Some 
entered a little box which I learned 
later was a confessional. 

“From my brief visit in that 
Catholic church and the impression 
made upon me by the devotion of 
the Catholics who entered while I 
was there, grew a longing to know 
more about Catholicity. I returned 
several times, and on one occasion 
noticed a tholic paper in the 
rear of the church. I picked # up 
and took it home with me. It was 
Our Sunday Visitor. The next Sun- 
day and for weeks after, I returned 
to the church to get the current 
issue of this paper. Later I sub- 
scribed for it. For five years I read 
it attentively, and also the Cath- 
olic pamphlets and books which I 
saw advertised therein. Then I 
approached the parish priest at 
the church nearest my home, took 
instructions, and was baptized. 

“My visit to

Bishops thought that Our Sunda 
Visitor might be used in the same 
way on the diocesan level. 

But the priest was 
tamper with his formula. He did 
not care to set himself up as com- 
peting anywhere with the diocesan 
press. He did not want to undersell 
the regular diocesan ‘papers and 
thus help to kill them. > 

More than thirty years ago 
Archbishop Keane, of Dubuque, 
with his secretary, Monsignor 
Brady, came and begged Father 
Noll to print a new diocesan paper 
for him, in which the national 
edition of Our Sunday Visitor 
would be included. 

But because the Gonner Brothers 
were then publishing a weekly, a 
semi-weekly, and even a_ daily 
Catholic paper in Dubuque, Father 
Noll declined’ to accommodate the 
Archbishop—on the score that the 
new paper would probably mean 
the demise of the others, with 
the consequent loss of their invest- 
ment to the owners. 

But after Monsignor Smith of 
Denver began to publish such 
editions, many requests came to 
Our Sunday Visitor for a similar 
service. At this writing the paper 
provides twelve dioceses with a 
paper in which local editions are 
supplemented by Our Sunday Vis- 
itor’s National Edition. 


‘The Fairest Argument’ 


Certainly, if one were to name 
the all-time best seller produced 
by the American Catholic Church, 
it would be the book named after 
Father Faber’s hymn, “Faith of 
Our Fathers,” and written early in 
his ministry by Cardinal Gibbons. 
The great churchman first thought 
it out as he rode horseback be- 
tween his missions in North Car- 
olina,. Then he managed to get it 
down on paper after his appoint- 
ment as Bishop of Richmond. The 
book rapidly established itself as a 
classic—an authoritative statement 
of Catholic belief. 

It remained for many decades 
practically the only work suitable 
for placing into the hands of an 
interested non-Catholic. 

In 1914, Father.Noll decided to 
write another book for non-Cath- 
olics, but along different lines. It 
was his intention to develop the 
argumentum ad hominem: to quote 
Protestant sources in defense of 
the Catholic Faith. Here is his 
reasoning as he gave it in his 
preface: 

1. A whole host of informed 
Protestant scholars confess that 
the teaching, practice and history 
of the Catholic Church is grossly 
misrepresented. 

2. When such men speak their 
real convictions their utterances 
are as laudatory of the Church as 
those of our professed enemies and 
the uninformed are condem-

Are We In Politics? 


E believe that every citizen of 

every state should strive to 
elect the best men to public office 
and should go out to vote to effect 
that purpose. That is the most 
which Catholic priests are permit- 
ted to say about this matter. While 
they are accused of “being in poli- 
tics,” of “meddling in politics,” 
never has a group of clergymen, 
much less of Catholic Bishops, got- 
ten behind any candidate for of- 
fice, or even intimated to the 
people from the pulpit or by pas- 
toral letter how they should vote. 
They, the most criticized, are in- 
nocent. But organized non-Cath- 
olic groups are told that Catholics 
vote unitedly, and are dictated to 
by their ecclesiastical superiors. 
They themselves have often made 
religion an issue and propagandiz- 
ed for the defeat of a Catholic run- 
ning for office. 


The October 14 release of the 
Religious News Service features 
an article for the press dealing 
with religious forces and the forth- 
coming elections. It observes: 
“For several years past church 
groups have heen underscoring 
the need for religious adherents to 
participate more actively in pdliti- 
cal life, particularly when issues 
of moral importance are involved.” 


The writer quotes a Pennsylvan- 
ja clergyman as saying: “A rec- 
ord number of church members 
will vote on November 7.” His con- 
elusion is on “preliminary 
reports from our representatives 
throughout the state indicating 
unprecedented interest among 
church people in the coming elec- 


tion. Our church people are mani- |i 
festing an unusually strong and |i 


widespread determination to get 
to the polls on election day, no 
matter what the weather or other 
conditions may be.”

the state” urging people to go to 
the polls, “no matter what the 
weather or other conditions might 
be?”

We are not finding fault, under- 
stand, with any effort on the part 
of Christian organizations to in- 
duce all people to vote and, to vote 
conscientiously, according to Chris- 
tion standards. The point we are 
making is that if Catholic organi- 
zations were doing the same thing 
they would be “meddling too much 
in politics,” and be denounced even 
if their intentions were the best. 


Still They Come 


A FEW weeks ago we published 
in this paper a letter addressed 
by Bishop McGee, Methodist of 
the Chicago area, to more than 
1,000 clergymen urging them to 
send a message at once to the 
President and the State Depart- 
ment to protest against the ap- 
pointment of a successor to Myron 
Taylor at the Vatican. Since that 
time similar protests have gone 
out from Methodist Conferences 
held in various parts of the coun- 


try. 

At Asheville, N. C., a Resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted by 
the Western North Carolina Meth- 
odist Conference, requesting Presi- 
dent Truman not to appoint an 
Ambassador to the Vatican. 

At about the same time the Nev 
Jersey Methodist Conference, 
meeting at Ocean City, sent a mes- 
sage to President Truman urging 
him to end any American govern- 
ment representation at the Vatican. 
The Resolution adopted by the 
Conference read: 

We are opposed to the ap- 
pointment of an Ambassador, a 
personal representative of the 
President or any other type of 
official to the Vatican. 
We believe that if the Vatican is 
thus recognized as a i 
State its representatives im this 
country should be registered as 
foreign agents.

We Can’t Be Traitors 


Everyone has grown to dislike 
the word “appeasement,” but to 
compromise on doctrine would be 
despicable appeasement, traitorous 
to Christ.

No Anti-Protestantism 


This clergyman’s letter deals 
with other things which we shall 
take up in a later number, but 
coming back to intolerance, we 
should like to ask whether the 
minister is acquainted with a 
single priest in the United States 
—we are not — who has ever 
preached a sermon against the 
Baptists, or the Methodists, or 
the Presbyterians, or the Luther- 
ans, or who has ever bothered 
about attacking Protestantism in 
general from the pulpit. Never 
was there formed in the United 
States an anti-Protestant organiza- 
tion; never was there published a 
professedly anti-Protestant oe 
or periodical; never have Catho- 
lies ever banded together against 
a candidate for office whether for 
President, or Governor, or for Con- 
gress, because he was a Protestant. 
In fact we have never heard of 
Catholics banding together to sup- 
port a Catholic running for high 
office. 

Freemasons call the Catholic 
Church intolerant because she 
takes a stand against oath-bound 
secret societies, but Freemasonry 
laced the Catholic Church under 
its ban long before the Catholic 
Churth retaliated. 

A century ago there was not a 
Protestant minister in the land 
who tolerated Freemasonry, not 
because it was a fraternal organi- 
zation, bit rather because it fos- 
tered a sort of natural religion, 
and required its members to take 
a bili oath, which no religion 
regarded as justifiable.

Some Facts About 


Christian Burial 


HRISTIAN burial means bring- 

ing the body to church, funeral 
services there, burial in consecrat- 
ed ground. 

In practice, funeral services con- 
ducted by a priest, even elsewhere 
than in church, are looked on as 
Christian burial. 

All baptized persons have this 
right of burial unless forbidden 
by church law. 

Catechumens (under instruction 
in the Faith) also have the right 
to Christian burial, though not 
baptized. 

Repentance before death, shown 
in any way, gives this right back 
to those who have left the Church 
or been excommunicated, suicides, 
public and notorious sinners (crim- 
inals, gangsters, etc.). 


To avoid scandal the archbishop 
or bishop may, in cases of doubt- 
ful right, limit the ceremonies of 
the funeral rite.

Customs of eulogies at the 
grave, blessings with holy water 
by the mourners, Society rituals, 
excessive demonstration of grief, 
are not in keeping with the 
Church’s wishes. 

Flowers have no place in the 
Church’s funeral services. They 
are expressions of sympathy to- 
wards the bereaved.—St. Vincent’s 
Notebook.
